SIX POUNDS OF 
WHEAT PRODUCTS 


New Government Order Restricts Use 
of Wheat Foods to This Amount per 
Month—Must Not Have More Than 
Twenty-Five Pounds on Hand—Gro­ 
cers Conform Cheerfully. 


W i t h all t h e grocers of Covina city 
and valley present, a meeting w a s held 
on W e d n e s d a y evening in Covina, when 
J . L. Matthews, local food administra­ 
tor, transmitted the orders concerning 
wheat products t h a t have been receiv­ 
ed from the United States government. 
Tho meeting followed one which was 
held in Los Angeles Wednesday. 


Six pounds of wheat flour per month, 
including tho amount bought in made 
bread, macaroni and other products of 
wheat, is all that t h e government is to 
nflow each member of a family in t h e 
future, 
until t h e orders are changed. 
This six pounds must last tho individ­ 
ual for a month. 
A n y family 
h a v i n g 
over twenty-five pounds of white 
flour 
and wheat products on hand a t a n y one 
time will come under t h e rules of the 
hoarding act, and the flour will be con­ 
fiscated. 


E v e r y grocer will keep a record of 
the amount sold to each individual, to­ 
gether with {he name of the purchaser. 
This record will be turned into t h e lo­ 
cal food administrator every night, so 
that it can b e compared with the lists 
from all gr6ccrs, in order to ascertain 
if a n y person is buying from 
several 
stores and g e t t i n g more-than is allow­ 
ed. AH grocers are conforming to this 
rule cheerfully, and there is no antici­ 
pation of violations on t h e part of in­ 
dividuals in the Covina city a n d val- 
Icy. 


I t is expected t h a t w h e a t will be­ 
come more scarce very shortly now, and 
t h a t very little will be available for 
the citizenry of t h e country. 
All avail­ 
able wheat is being shipped to Europe; 


The local food administrator requests 
t h a t all individuals get their

operate with the gfocer, and keep ;a^ 
account of' t h o a m o u n t uScd, in order 
that there will b e no mistakes made a t 
tho grocery store.

A. M. Richards, 
proprietor 
of the 
Stng lunch room on Citrus avenuo, is 
the first owner of a restaurant to in­ 
stall a bread-cutting 
machine in the 
city, in order to conform with tho re­ 
cent rulings concerning the serving of 
bread, as laid 
down by the 
United 
S t a t e s food commission. T h e machine 
will cut t h c exact weight that is to be 
apportioned to each customer. 


Mr. Richards says t h a t about nincty- 
nino per cent of his customers accept 
thc new bread rations with good na­ 
ture and, genorally, without 
comment, 
but the other one per cent is liable to 
raise a roar occasionally. 
Some peoplo 
are bread-fiends, a n d these 
customers 
are hard hit by the new ruling. 


The proprietor says t h a t instead of 
the old rule of " a s much bread a s you 
w a n t , " he stands willing to give t h e 
customer another 
portion of potatoes, 
or meat, or anything on the bill of fare, 
but the government is trying to con­ 
serve whoat, and ho is with tho gov­ 
ernment first, last and all tho time.

TO A I X RETAIL COAL 
DEALERS: 
In an effort to encourage the pur­ 
chase and storage of coal and coke by 
consumers in order to insure 
delivery 
and assist the railroad companies by 
effecting the transportation of as much 
coal and coke as possible before 
nest 
winter, the following program is being 
urged by the United States Fuel Ad­ 
ministration: 


Coal dealers should ask every consum­ 
er on or before April 1st, 1918, to place 
his order for reasonable normal require­ 
ments for the year ending March 31st, 
191S». and take 
delivery 
immediately, 
storing it for next winter. 
Consumers 
<if coal are asked to "build a c h u t e " 
and "build a b i n " for coal in sufficient 
bulk to carry a supply to Inst not later 
than March 31st, 1010. 


If consumers buy coal now for next 
winter's 
requirements 
they 
will pur­ 
chase at a price that will reflect a 45 
per cent per ton saving in comparison 
with prices that will be in effect next 
winter or later in the year. By buying 
coal now they will not only be saving 
money, but a patriotic service to their 
country will be performed in keeping 
actively employed all misers operating 


in 
Utah, Colorado, New Mexico, and 
Wyoming. 
It will also relieve railroad 
congestion at a time when every possi­ 
ble freight car should be employed dur­ 
ing the fall and winter to haul 
food­ 
stuffs and munitions of war. 


Because of the new zoning 
system, 
the mines operating in Wyoming, Colo­ 
rado and New Mexico will be obliged 
to take care of the greater amount of 
business among the-states of South Da­ 
kota, Nebraska and Kansas. This should 
prevent 
a very 
large 
supply of coal 
from Wyoming, Colorado and New Mex- 
| ico from coming into this market, and 
: dealers are also urged to take care of 


I 
! their winter's requirements during the 
summer months.

Food Raising Plan 


At Souther Home 


New Zealand rabbits, to the number 
r.f two hundred or more, are constantly 
being raised and sold by L. H. Souther 
on the space in the rear of his home on 
East College street. Practically no rab­ 
bits are sold locally, but are all taken 
by a dealer in Inglcwood, who dresses 
them for market. 


Tho news interest of this business of 
Souther's is that he is succeeding finnn- 
cially in this game which has been tried 
and given up by many. A few years 
ago more than half the population of 
the town was engaged in raising a few 
rubbits, but the rabbit-raising game is 
just as much a practical science as agri­ 
culture or the hardware business. 
To 
succeed one must study the business, 
and it is evident that Souther has done 
some studying. 


H e is raising practically nothing but 
N e w Zealands, that dark red, or faun- 
colored rabbit, one of the most beauti­ 
ful and at the same time most profit­ 
able rabbits for raising in California. 
One of Mr. S o u l i e r ' s 
N e w Zealand 
does gave birth to eighteen rabbits this 
week, which is a record so far as is 
loeally known. J. C. Spencer of Inglc­ 
wood buys all Souther's rabbits as fast 
as they come to a marketing 
weight, 


the present price being eighteen 
cents 
the pound. 


A feature of this business will appeal 
at once to any visitor. It is the ingen­ 
ious method in which Souther has built 
the main breeding pens, the ideas being 
largely his own. He has them arranged 
for the maximum of cleanliness, which 
means success in this business. It would 
be well worth the while of anyone in­ 
terested to inspect this series of pens 
under one roof.

' ' I f you in America could only see 
and know it would rend your hearts 
with anguish and 
torture, your 
soul 
with 
forebodings, and 
to 
understand 
would be to curse ourselves that we left 
England and France alone in this un­ 
equal struggle—unequal 
because they,

It makes us feel even here in 
remote Covina that our Red Cross work 


is not in vain—that it must go on, it 
must grow as the need grows.

less in the days before us will Red Cross 
workers and solicitors meet with cold­ 
ness. 
More and more does every loyal 
citizen realize that 
not only his bit 
must be done, but his best.

Cross board last Tuesday evening all 
reports were encouraging and 'showed

work.

cooperation, and 
diplomacy, 
gave an address that advocated the do­ 
ing away with secret diplomacy, asking 
for the widest publicity in everything 
that pertains to the war. He said that 
when this 
war is over 
many of 
the 
things of life that have seemed neces­ 
sary 
will 
have 
radically 
changed 
or 
passed away. This will be a new world 
in politics, in 
finance, 
in religion, and 
in social status, he said.

Lincoln's 
statement 
about 
the 
Civil 
war: " W e entered this war for a defi­ 
nite 
purpose, and this war 
will 
end 
when that purpose has been achieved."

NEW RULES GOVERN 


PARCELS TO FRANCE 


Postmaster 
Stafford 
of 
the Covina 
office has just, received instruction from 
the postal department that no articles 
of any kind whatever will be forward­ 
ed by mail to men in France unless 
they are absolutely necessary, and have 
been requested by the soldier himself. 


If anyone in Covina has an iHca of 
sending any pereol to France, it must 
be borne in mind that it must contain 
only those articles which the soldier 
has nsked for, with the exception of 
tobacco, which is acceptable under all 
conditions. The officer in command of a 
company or contingent will censor the 
soldier's requests and the persons re­ 
ceiving the letter must conform to the 
actual ruling. 
This has been made necessary through 
the fact that thousands of tons of mail 
has been piling up over since the expe­ 
ditionary force was sent over, necessi­ 
tating an enormous force to handle it. 
Tho government is going to cut the 
mail right down to the necessities from 
this time forward. 


Packages for France mailed at the 
Covina postoffice will be inspected be­ 
fore they are mailed.
